Admit Slaying

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) — 


Two white teen-agers, 
denied 


bond, remained in jail today for 
the slaying of a Negro boy in 
the wake of a church bombing 
which killed four Negro children. 


The same grand jury which will 


decide whether to indict the. white 
youths for murder will be askedi 
to investigate the death of anoth- 
er Negro in the hours which fol- 
lowed the holocaust at the Negro 
church last Sunday. He was killed 
by a policeman, 


The search for the killer whose 


bomb exploded during Sunday 
school services at the 16th Street 
Baptist Church continued. 


Two state troopers assigned to 


Birmingham to help maintain or- 
der were involved in a brief scuf- 
fle Friday night with a Negro 
who, police said, later stabbed an- 
other white man. 


The troopers, off duty, were in 


street clothes. Police said the Ne- 
gro, booked as James,Hall, ap- 
parently shoved one of the troop- 
ers and was dragged away by 
other Negroes after flashing a 
knife. Detective C.L. Pierce said 
Hall then stabbed Aubrey Hogan, 
who was waiting for a bus.

in Birmingham.

Clue Found 
to Mental 
Trouble

WARRENTON, Va. (AP) — A 


strange,, symptom-less virus — so 
common most people have had it 
by age 30 — may produce more 
brain damage and mental re- 
tardation in newborns than mea- 
sles, 


It has, at least,, according to 


the findings of researchers 
at 


Johns Hopkins University where 
mothers and their babies have 
been tested for the virus, said Dr. 
Robert Cooke, Johns Hopkins pe- 
diatrician. 


The findings came to light in 


an interview at the two-day White 
House conference on mental re- 
tardation which ends today. 


Furthermore, there is good evi- 


dence that the vims—once it has 
infected an unprotected mother- 
can invade the baby within her 
womb and cause brain damage 
as late as the fifth month ol 
pregnancy, perhaps later. 


There is also evidence that the 


virus is active in producing brain 
damage not only before birth — 
but for a few months afterwards, 
Dr. Cooke said. 


Because it produces no symp- 


toms or signs and can live for 
some time in the salivary glands, 
it is difficult to detect except in 
the urine of the infected person 
or in a check for protective anti- 
bodies in the blood.

Outcome of 
Talks Easy 
to Predict

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
This 


country has spent over $500 billion 
on defense since the war but year 
after year the outcome of dis- 
armament talks with Russia could 
be predicted by a child: Nothing. 


President Kennedy, who had 


watched those fruitless and ex- 
pensive years go by, finally said 
on Jan. 11, 1962: 


"This nation has the will and 


the faith to make a supreme 
effort to break the logjam on dis- 
armament and nuclear tests, and 
we will persist until we prevail, 
until the rule of law has replaced 
the ever dangerous use of force." 


Premier Khrushchev followed 


this up Feb. 7, 1962, with a letter 
to Kennedy and British Prime 
Minister 
Macmillan, 
proposing 


that the heads of 18 nations have 
a summit meeting to start off the 
1962 disarmament talks. 


Kennedy and Macmillan-turned 


him down. Kennedy didn't close 
out the idea of such a summit 
altogether. He just said he didn't 
think it worthwhile until there had 
been some progress in disarma- 
ment talks on a lower level. 


So there was no summit meet- 


ing but representatives of 17 na- 
tions—France would take no part 
—met on and off during the year 
at Geneva' to discuss disarma- 
ment. And the result was the 
same as in all the years before. 


A ban on nuclear tests would 


be the sensible first point in any 
agreement on disarmament but 
the United States and Russia 
gagged on how to achieve that 
much accord. So everything broke 
down on that. 


While the two nations might be 


able to agree on banning tests in 
the atmosphere, outer space and 
underwater, since they had instru- 
ments to check cheating in those 
regions, they got stuck on how 
to ban underground tests. 


For this the United States want- 
d an inspection system. The 
.ussians said inspection was spy- 
ng. Even early in 1963 Kennedy 
ras doubtful there could be any 
greement on a test ban. Yet by

Increasing numbers oif Arkansas 


farmers are turning! to; imgtaion 
as insurance against drouth, which 
technically may occur more fre- 
quently than the! general public 
realizes., 


Scientists for the University of 


Arkansas Agricultural Experiment 
Station at the! Agricultural! Exten- 
sion service have: defined a drouth 
aa 20 days or more in which each 
ten-day period has lessi than one- 
half inch of rainfall. 


To the general pubic, a 20-day! 


period in which less than an inch 
of rain falls may hardly be notice^ 
able, but to the farmer, this may 
be critical. 


In an Extension service publica- 


titled, "Cotton irrigation for Ar- 
kansas," James L. Gattis, agri- 
cultural engineer, apd Runyan 
Deere, cotton specialist, present- 
ed a table showing drouths at key 
points in Arkansas for the 28 years 
between 1927 and 1924.: 


The table indicated that Fayette- 


vilie and Fort Smith had 85 
drouths during that period. Blythe- 
ville had 82, Texarkana had 73 
and Pine Bluff had 74. 


Even more significant, the table 


showed that Fort Smith bad 13 
drouths of 50 days or more dura- 
tion. Little Rock and1 Helena had 
12 each and Texarkana and Pine 
Bluff had 10 each. 


The need for water in the right 


amount at the right time has led 
to considerable research in Arkan- 
sas by the Extension Service and 
the Experiment Station. 


This research and the practical 


application of it 
1 by farmers has 


provided overwhelming evidence 
of the feasibility,, and in some sit- 
uations, the necessity of irrigation. 


Farmers are becoming increas- 


ingly aware of this. 


Gattis said 1,050,000 acres of 


land were irrigated in Arkansas 
last year. This included a little 
under 400,000 acres of rice which 
is normally produced through ir- 
rigation. 


He said 250,000 acres of cotton 


and 350,000 acres of soybeans were 
irrigated last year compared to 
43,000 acres of cotton and 38,000 
acres of soybeans ten years ago. 
There also have been increases in 
the irrigation of other crops. 


Particularly 
inviting to toe 


farmer who is considering irrigat- 
ing are the increased yields per 
acre produced through irrigation. 


Gattis said experimentation at 


the main experiment station in 
Fayetteville produced slightly un-
